CITY COUNCIL OF 1909. 


The City Council of 1909, which 
went out of existence Thursday Dec. 23 
made a record for itself that was not 
surpassed by any previous Council. 
In all 31 meetings have been held, 
and the Council has been in session 61 
hours and 50 minutes. The shortest 
session of the year was Sept. 1, and 
was 13 minutes’ duration. The longest 
session was May 17, when the Coun- 
cil was in session for five hours. The 
average attendance at the meetings 
has been 20 members. 

Three members have been present 
at every session. President Hobbs 
and Councilmen Smith and Walsh. 
Councilmen Bean, Bryant, McDevitt 
and Whiton ‘have been absent but one 
evening. Councilmen Abele, Gilson, 
Hadlock and Moir two meetings; 
Councilmen Beal, Carey, Flynn and 
Richards three meetings; Councilmen 


Bishop, Freeman and Gardner four 
meetings; Councilman Flaherty five 
meetings; Councilmen Cheerington 


and Russell seven meetings; and 
Councilmen Nelson and Nowland eight 
meetings. 

During the year 123 communica- 
tions and 121 petitions have been re- 
ceived and 480 orders acted upon.

The inauguration of the twenty- 
second year of the City Government 
Monday noon will differ but little 
from other years. Yet there is al- 
ways a local interest and pride which 
the citizens take in these exercises 
and the attendance will doubtless be 
as large as usual. 

Promptly on the hour of noon the in- 
auguration party will enter the hall 
from the office floor by the rear stair- 
way. City Messenger Harry W. Tir- 
rel] will lead the way followed by City 
Clerk H. A. Keith, Mayor Shea, and 
Rey. Henry T. Grady pastor of St. 
Mary's church, who will open the 
exercises with prayer. 

City Clerk Keith will preside until 
the City Council of 1910 is organized. 
His first duty will be to administer 
the oath of office to Mayor Shea. He 
will then call the roll of the City coun- 
cil whom he will also swear to the 
faithful performance of their duty as 
Councilmen. Mayor Shea will then be 
introduced and deliver in- 
augural address.

Magsachusetts into the hands of the 
State board of health. This bill was 
badly defeated last year, but this 
year the committee intends to intro- 
duce it again. 

The have asked for and obtained 
the help of the Federated Women’s 
clubs all over the State in the cam- 
paign of education, and are about to 
start work with-the local health 
boards throughout Massachusetts and 
the medical societies. 

Concerts and a forthcoming loan ex- 
hibition, and evening exhibitions of 
photographs, accompanied by talks at 
various school centres through the 
city are the objects for which the art 
and music committee is working. 

The experiment of an open air 
school was tried last summer and it 
is hoped that the funds will be se- 
cured to continue it another year, and 
that this movement, started primarily 
in the interest of health, may be 
brought more closely to the observa- 
tion of the educators. 

A bureau of information is being 
formed with the object of keeping it- 
self thoroughly informed about all 
civic activities in every possible di- 
rection. It will know what is being 
done by other organizations and will 
suggest to the league various lines of 
work which It may take up at a future 
time. 

The plans of this league will be of 
great benefit to the women of other 
places who are working or will later 
organize to work for civic betterment.

ards said it was the custom generally 
for the new officers to tell what they. 
proposed to do. He, however, would 
change that, and admit how little he 
had accomplished, and at the same 
time thank the members for their 
faithfull service, so that some good 
had been accomplished. Today the 
Board of Trade is a live working force 
in the community, and on a good finan- 
cial basis. There are many things to 
be desired in our city at this time. 
One is the suggestion for all night 
street lighting, another a waiting room 
in City Square, and he hoped the 
Board of Trade would assist in these 
matters. The New Haven railroad 
should be required to furnish reason- 
able train service to all stations. The 
service today is not all that could be 
desired. ‘We should by example .and 
precept encourage home industries: 
He would suggest that the maiter of 
the abolishing of grade crossings be 
considered from time to time, that the 
time and money spent by the Board of 
Trade might not be wasted, and that 
when the time arrives the people of 
Quincy exercise their prerogative. 

He was sorry to say that there ‘had 
been some criticism during the past 
year at the expense of the Board of 
Trade. If his position had caused it, 
he would much prefer to have it 
righted. In this connection he would 
say that the Board of Trade was en- 
tirely free from all political discus- 
sion, and he trusted it would continue 
along these lines. There is plenty to 
accomplish in Quincy. and he would 
say to the critics that they were all 
welcome here, provided political in- 
fiuences are not worked in. 

We do not claim great accompilish- 
ments. It was however a source of 
pleasure to know there was one body 
of men in our city who were willing 
to give their time and means in try- 
ing to accomplish something for the 
general welfare without the desire for 
reward. The Board of Trade has done 
that. One of the first committees he 
served on was in regard to five-cent 
fares from all parts of the city on the 
street cars 10 Houghs Neck, to help 
build up that section, and be to the 
mutual benefit of the whole city. The 
railway was convinced by our argu- 
ment, and the result has been the 
building up of that section. 

Another matter was the reduction 
of fares on the steam railroad, by get- 
ting the coupon books within reach 
of all. Also in providing suitable 
loading facilities at our granite termi- 
nals and the development of our 
water front. In this connection he 
desired to say, that at our first intro- 
duction in the water ways convention 
by our present water front commis- 
sioner, part of the expense was born 
by the Board of Trade. 

All organizations, even churches, or 
some of its members, may be open to 
honest criticism, but we have no right 
to overlook the good service done 
through the possible shortcomings of 
a few. It behooves those who know 
how thinge should be done to get into 
the tharness. 

Following the address of President 
Richards the article in a recent issue 
of a Boston Sunday paper was taken 
up and discussed.

Take for instance 
the Adams houses, the birthplaces and 
homes of our presidents. They draw 
thousands of tourists from all parts of 
the world, annually, and remember it 
is said first impression is best. 

If a tourist from California should 
come to Boston and have a few days 
to spend looking at historical homes 
he would undoubtedly visit this city 
and view the Adams houses. If he 
came by way of steam cars he would 
leave at the Quincy Adams station. 
What does he see as he leaves the 
train? A small dirty looking station. 
He crosses the tracks and his eyes fall 
upon an unsightly group of billboards. 
Is this historical Quincy, he asks him- 
self? Why! the residents must be 
careless. He continues on his way and 
it is anything but neatness that meets 
his eyes. He decides to walk around 
and see the place where Adams as a 
boy, played. He walks towards 
Braintree and less than a _ stone's 
throw is a corner lot piled high with 
debris, wrecked sleepers and other 
refuse. Is this beautiful Quincy? 

What we need and need at once is 
an improvement society. If such a so- 
ciety was in vogue and had official 
stationery all that need be done would 
he to write to the corporation or indi- 
vidual offenders and ask them to as- 
sist in clearing the eyesore. It is eafe 
to say that it would be done. 

Will some live citizen or groupe of 
citizens «tart the ball rolling? If so, 
it will not be Jong before the first im- 
pression of Quincy will be much bet- 
ter.

The inaugural address of Mayor 
Shea was one of the most progressive 
in the history of the city.

FOUNDER OF D. R’S. 


Mrs. Flora Adams Darling a direct 
descendant of the Adams family of 
Quincy died on Tuesday of apoplexy 
at the home of her brother John Quin- 
cy Adams in New York City. She 
was one of the best known women in 
the country, being the founder of the 
society of the Daughters of the Revo- 
lution and aleo the U. S. Daughters of 
1812. 

Mrs. Darling was a member of 
Adams Chapter, D. R., of Quincy, and 
was active and interested in anything 
pertaining to the chapter or to the 
birthplace of John Adams used by the 
chapter as headquarters. At the time 
of her death she was collecting Adams 
relics to be put into a chamber at the 
old house, and tad already sent 
several boxes of historical papers, 
pictures and books. 

Last fall, in appreciation of Mrs. 
Darlings’ membership and intérest, 
the chapter gave her a reception at 
the birthplace which was a _ very 
pleasant occasion. Besides being es- 
pecially interested in patriotic work 
Mrs. Darling was an author and a 
musician.

Dancing was then in order until 
midnight.

The Sunday afternoon rehearsals of 
last year were so popular with 
Quincy Choral members that one has 
been arranged for next Sunday at 
four o'clock and will take the place 
of the regular Tuesday evening re- 
hearsal. These evening meetings have 
continued for twelve weeks without 
interruption and the attendance has 
been excellent. 

A particularly pleasing feature of 
the Messiah study has been the un- 
accompanied singing of these difficult 
choruses which Conductor Wonson 
calls the best test of a thorough 
knowledge of the music. That Quin- 
cy singers ‘have a finely balanced 
sense of pitch is attested by the fact 
that they sing many of these difficult 
fugue choruses through and come out 
in perfect tune, the accompanist 
striking the last chord in unison 
with the singers. This means much 
when one considers that, in many of 
our large and well-trained societies 
it is necessary to accompany choruses 
which were really meant, by the com- 
posers, to be sung unaccompanied, as 
it is rare indeed that a large chorus 
can sing on the pitch without the 
support of some instrument. As it 
happens, there is no chorus in the 
Messiah which was written to be 
sung unaccompanied the orchestration 
being a beautifully interwoven part 
of the whole score, but the friends of 
the Quincy Choral, who know what 
thorough training the singers are 
getting, are among those who confi- 
dently expect to hear an unusually 
fine rendering of the oratorio at the 
annual concert. 


NEW SCHOOLHOUSE. 


On Thursday evening an enthusias- 
tic meeting was held at the residence 
of Rev. Rufus B. Tobey, 75 Lincoln 
avenue, Wollaston, for the purpose of 
formally beginning a campaigh P's 
new school house in Wollaston. 
This meeting was the result of two 
movements which started in Wollas- 
ton almost at the same time. 

Last summer the Child Nurture club 
appointed a committee on schools. 
This committee arranged for a public 
meeting which was held at the school 
house in November, and they urged 
all parents to come early and go over 
the school building before the meet- 
ing. What they saw then proved to 
them that ‘Wollaston ought to have a 
new schoolhouse at once, and the 
committee on schools dedicated itself 
to the task of agitating the subject 
until they got one, 

Shortly after that, two of the com- 
mittee, Mrs. Charles H. Bedell and 
Mrs. Walter S. Pinkham, inspected the 
Wollaston school building with Dr. N. 
S. Hunting and Dr. W. G. Curtis of 
the School Committee. They next 
sent a letter signed by the committee 
on schools and the president of the 
Child Nurture club, Mrs. Robert .E. 
Park, to the State Board of Police 
asking them to inspect the building. 
The State Board of Police replied that 
they could not do this unless at the 
request of some of the municipal 
authorities. ’ 

About this time the Men’s club of 
the Congregational church, ‘without 
knowing what the Child Nurture’ club 
had been doing, discussed the subject 
of a new schoolhouse for Wollaston 
at their December meeting, and ap- 
pointed a committee with Rufus B. 
Tobey chairman to investigate the 
matter and report as to the need of a 
new building. This committee first 
inspected the schoolhouse themselves 
and then wrote to the State Board of 
Health asking them to do so. In re- 
ply they received a letter which ‘cor- 
roborated their own opinion of: the 
school building and made them feel 
that they were warranted in taking 
steps to replace it by a new one: 

Thinking that they could increase 
their strength by getting the other 
men’s clubs of Wollaston to unite 
with them, Mr. Tobey invited two 
representatives from each club to the 
meeting which was held Thursday 
evening. As he had become acquaint- 
ed with the work which had been 
done by the committee on schools of 
the Child Nurture club, he also invit- 
ed two representatives from that 
committee.

from the Methodist Men’s club; and 
Mrs. Charles H. Bedell and Mrs. Wal- 
ter S. Pinkham from the Child Nur- 
ture club. A letter was read from the 
Unitarian Men's club saying that they 
would choose representatives from 
their club at their next meeting.

At a fixed hour the President and 
his wife receive first the Diplomatic 
Corps consisting of the ambassadors, 
ministers and attaches from foreign 
countries, These are quite numerous 
now, the more important powers 
being represented by six or seven per- 
sons. They all come in the uniforms 
of their several countries with gold 
lace and decorations, composing a 
bedizened regalia that our army and 
our naval officers cannot attain. The 
smallest South and Central Ameri- 
can republics display an area of gold 
lace and decorations that outshines 
the uniforms of the representatives of 
Germany, Austria and R a, although 


those countries are hing but 
simple in their full dress official 
clothes. 

After the diplomatic corps has 


wished the President and Mrs. Taft 
a happy new year and received their 
greeting in kind, the members of the 
Cabinet followed by the Justices of 
the Supreme Court in the dark _ silk 
robes in which they sit in court and 
the Senators and Representatives in 
Congress or those who happen to be 
in Washington during the holidays, 
pass the President and his wife and 
exchange greetings.

This scene has been enacted for 
fully a hundred years, every Presi- 
dent of the United States taking part 
in it. It was Mrs. Cleveland who, in 
the midst of the reception, stated that 
she wanted to resta moment and 
change her smile and many a Presi- 
dent and his wife has had a swollen 
hand and a stiff arm for a week after 
the ordeal. 

Congress will resume its sessions 
in a few days and it is expected that 
then the political situation will be in- 
teresting, for with the determination 
of the insurgents to make themselves 
heard and felt and with the Ballinger 
investigation and with the imminent 
breach between the Speaker of the 
House and the President, there 
promise of disclosure and matter of 
much interest in the coming months. 

The question of the increased cost 
of everything that man and woman 
used internally, externally and eter- 
nally is being investigated by the 
venerable Secretary of Agriculture,the 
question is vital and widespread. It 
is pretty generally conceded that the 
original producer does not get more 
for his products than he is entitled 
to and there is a strong suspicion that 
the last retailer has succeeded by 
means of combination ,in reaping an 
undue profit. The number of green 
grocers in city, town, and village, it 
is said, is out of all proportion to the 
population and it is argued that the 
great and increasing lists of these 
middlemen between the purchaser and 
the consumer indicate the great ex- 
tent of rich pickings. Combinations 
and trusts are under keen suspicion 
nowadays and the food-stuffs trust is 
doubtless one of the most intolerable 
It is proposed to organize 4 
league to fight the high prices.in the 
necessaries of life which have been 
increasing from year to year and have 
now reached abnormal rates. Dr. 
Scharf, a well-know economist, has 
suggested the formation of a league 
similar to an organization formed in 
Germany years ago for the suppres- 
sion of the exorbitantly high price of 
coffee. The members of this league 
abstained from buying coffee for a 
time all over the German ‘Empire 
with the result that the price fell to 
a normal point, competition was re- 
sumed and the trust was broken. A 
number of distinguished men in Wash- 
ington, including members of Con- 
gress were present when a prelimin- 
ary organization was effected. A na- 
tional propaganda is proposed and 
women as well as men will be enlist- 
ed. The plan of procedure will be 
that when any article of food is forced 
too high in price, the members will 
be notified secretly that on a certain 
day all will discontinue buying that 
article. It is believed that this would 
soon bring the trusts to terms. If, for 
instance, several millions of people 
should discontinue for a week the use 
of beef, there is on doubt’ that it 
would have a very serious effect upon 
the market. The promoters of the 
league believe that no trust could 
long survive such drastic tactics. 

Dr. Scharf expects this league to 
spread rapidly over the country and 
that it will be able to force the food 
trusts to put a fair price on their 
products. A few years ago there was 
no country in the world where food 
was so plentiful and so cheap as iq 
the United States.

TAXATION LAWS. 

The report of the special commis- 
sion appointed to investigate the laws 
relating to taxation, which has just 
| been made public, is of local interest 
| outside of its great influence on the 
| proposed important amendment to the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth. 

The resolve providing for 
amendment of the Constitution, the de 
sirability of which this commission 
was appointed to consider, had passed 
the House of Representatives of 1909 
and had taken one 
reading in the Senate, when on May 
13 Senator Hultman opened the debat 
in opposition to the resolve. On that 
day, although he was the only sena- 
tor speaking against it, the 
was defeated. 

This summary disposal of such an 
important matter created consider- 
able agitation asa former special

This commission, in its report, not 
only completely vindicates the posi- 
tion taken by Senator Hultman, but 
really only elaborates the arguments 
put forth by him in the Senate in op- 
position to the Constitutional Amend- 
ment. These were that no case had 
been made out by the former Taxa- 
tion Commission that the 3-mill tax 
would be successful in Massachusetts, 
as it has in some other states, in pro- 
ducing additional revenue, but that it 
would, to quote the language of the 
report “cause economic disturbance 
by unsettling, values and encourag- 
ing capital to seek foreign 
ments. Second, that the desire to se- 
cure legislative favor in the form of 
reduced taxation would produce con- 
Stant agitation by various interests 
pleading for changers in the tax laws 

The reason that Senator Hultman 
agreed to the compromise in the last 
session, by the appointment this 
special Commission, was that before 
a Constitutional Amendment 
mitted by referendum to the people it 
must pass the Legislature in two suc- 
cessive years. It will interesting 
to see what fate befalls this amend- 
ment in this session of the Legisl:

GOLDEN WEDDING. 


Mr. and Mrs. Justin K. Haidwick 
celebrated their golden wedding wal 
niversary Saturday evening by enter- 
taining a number of their relatives, 
neighbons and friends at their home 
on Granite street.

Mr. Hardwick is a Quincy boy, being 
a son of the late John Hardwick, one 
of the first, if mot the first insurance 
men in Quincy.

Soon after 
leaving school he entered the insu- 
rance business with his father and 
brother, under the name of John 
Hardwick & Sons, which firm is still 
in existence. 

In 1862 when the old horse railroad 
was started between South Quincy 
and the Neponset bridge he became 
one of the drivers and had the distinc- 
tion of driving the first horse car in 
Quincy. 1863 the cars were run 
through to State street, Boston, and 
he drove on this line until the rail- 
read went out of business in Janu- 

1868. In addition to driving the

and the fare between Quincy and Bos- 
ton was thirty cents. The first car 
for Boston left Quincy at 7 A. M. and 
the last car from Boston left State 
street at 11.20. At the start, drivers 
received $30 per month and the con- 
ductors $33. Later the pay was 
raised so that the drivers and conduc- 
tors received $45 per month, and 
about seventeen hours was considered 
a day’s work. 

When the railroad went out of busi- 
ness, Mr. Hardwick went to Cohasset, 
where he remained for a time. (He re- 
turned to Quincy and drove a stone 
team for C. H. Hardwick & Co., for a 
time, and then entered the employ of 
the late George F. Wilson, by whom 
he was employed for eight years as 
driver of his Boston team. During all 
of these years he still retained his in- 
terest in the insurance business of 
his father and brothers, although he 
was not actively engaged in it. 

Jan. 8, 1860, he married Esther A. 
Stoddard a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
James Stoddard of Cohasset, the mar- 
riage ceremony being performed at 
Hingham by Rey. E. Porter Dyer. Mrs. 
Hardwick was born June 21, 1836, so 
that they are both about the same age. 
Both enjoy remarkably good health 
and reside with their two daughters on 
Granite street, and their many friends 
unite in wishing them a happy New 
Year and many more years of wedded 
bliss. 


WOLLASTON SCHOOL INSPECTED. 


An official inspection of the Wollas- 
ton grammar é6chool building has been 
made for the State Board of Health 
by Dr. H. Lilienthal, the State in- 
spector of the fifth district, owing to 
the illness of the State inspector of 
the fourth district in which the 
school is situated. 

The report says that the building is 
rather old and somewhat neglected. 
There is moderate overcrowding in 
several of the rooms. In one room 
the cubic feet of air space per capita 
is 185, while 300 is generally regarded 
as the minimum. Ventilation varies, 
satisfactory in some rooms and inade- 
quate in others. The furnace to heat 
the ventilating stacks has not been 
in operation for several years. In 
several rooms the light is not as good 
as it should be, the light coming from 
the right, instead of from the left and 
some portions being poorly lighted. 

The toilets are in the ‘basement 
where there is no heat. Their con- 
struction is old fashioned, and all the 
bowls empty into a common trough 
which is automatically flushed. The 
boys’ urinals have to be flushed with 
a hose. There are no doors tc the in- 
dividual closets and thus no privacy. 
The fire escapes are old and of no 
practical use , especially for the 
younger pupils.

President Taft has at length sent 
to Congress his long-anticipated 
special message urging additional 
legislation for the management of 
railroads and all common carriers. 
The message wag heard in the House 
of Representatives on the afternoon 
of Friday but the Senate having ad- 
journed until Monday it will not be 
officially before that body until the 
first of next week. It will doubtless, 
however, be read by all interested 
senators who can find time from their 
social and other engagements to per- 
use it. The message is the most im- 
portant one that the President has 
placed before Congress. It embodies 
ideas which have been evolved after 
many conferences with his cabinet 
concerning the further control of 
common carriers and corporations. It 
is said that the President expects the 
approval of Congress, and of the 
country, inasmuch, as he holds that he 
is carrying out his promise to main- 
tain the Roosevelt policies. It will be 
remembered that last week the Presi- 
dent has a conference with some of 
the railroad presidents of the country 
in which, it was sald, he was besought 
to modify his railroad program. The 
President, it seems, has not thought 
it expedient to make material alter- 
ations in his proposals and if the 
recommendations which he has made 
shall be enacted into law the powers 
of the Interstate commission in rela- 
tion to common carriers will be much 
widened. It can be seen from a per- 
usal of the President's message that 
the legislation asked for by him fs 
much farther reaching than that ob- 
tained under the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration and should Interstate 
Commerce Laws be amended as rec- 
ommended by President Taft the Com- 
mission will have a measure for the 
complete control of common carriers 
engaged in Interstate Commerce. 

There is much djscussion in the 
cloak rooms of the Capitol and in the 
lobbies of hotels with reference ‘to the 
relative attitudes of the administra- 
tion and the so-called insurgents. It 
is said that the latter will not take 
any planned action in the matter of 
official patronage until they have had 
an interview with President Taft on 
the subject. Up to the present time, 
none of the insurgents, it is said, have 
been able to see Mr. Taft. That 
gentimen erstwhile, the most acces- 
sible of public men, has now wrapped 
himself in a solitude inconsistent with 
his former accessibility and is mighty 
hard to get at, at least by certain peo- 
ple, but sooner or later it is expected 
that one or a phalanx of these insur- 
gents may pierce the solitude and see 
the President and then possibly they 
will know what to expect and what to 
do. They talk of an appeal to the 
Nation and claim that they have a 
powerful backing, especially in the 
Middle West. Meanwhile, the Demo- 
crats are looking on at the Kilkenny 
cat proceeding between the regulars 
as Cannon, Aldrich, Hale and their 
“Me-too” following are called, on the 
one side, and the aggressive Cummins, 
Dolliver, La Folette, Beveridge and 
other among the insurgents.

“The writer was a 
newsboy pefore he was twelve years 
of age, and sees nq objection to boys 
under 12, or even under 10 years selling 
newspapers for an hour after school 
each afternoon, without a license. 
There would be more sense in forbid- 
jug boys oyer 18 or 20 years old sell- 
ing papers qn the streets. Or pro- 
hibiting sales by newsboys during 
school hours. With a license would 
probably go a fee, and newsboys 
gould not afford to pay it, or would 
hesitate to get a license. At election 
time bays who wish to sell for one 
night only would be prevented. Peo- 
ple in general might find it difficult to 
get their favorite paper or might have 
to pay extra to have it delivered.

“This association during the war of 
1812 found their facilities for ex- 
tinguishinug fires rather limited, and 
behind the times. To improve their 
condition they, by voluntary subscrip- 
tion, purchased a ‘hand engine of the 
most improved construction for that 
day. 

“This engine was without suction, 
and to make it effectual it became 
necessary to form a bucket company, 
for the purpose of supplying it with 
water at fires, by forming a line to the 
source of supply. At times it was 
found impossible to form a line, owing 
to the distance of the fire from the 
supply of water; then the engine had 
to be taken to the water, filled, drawn 
back to the fire, and pumped out, this 
process being repeated until the fire 
was extinguished. 

“This was the first fire-engine 
owned in town. It was called the 
Columbia and located on Hancock 
street, a short distance north of the 
Stone Temple.

“This matter was delayed but a few 
years. February 9th, 1844, the town 
voted to purchase the Columbia and 
Niagara engines of the volunteer fire 
association, by paying the debts of 
that organization. The amount paid 
for these two engines was $157.83. 
From 1844 can then be dated the first 
organization of a fire department un- 
der the control of the town. 

“Later in 1844, an engine fever grew 
out of the Town House excitement, 
and three hand suction engines were 
voted to be purchased. All three were 
built this year, and came into town 
within a month or two of each other. 
The Vulture was stationed at the 
Point, the Tiger at South Quincy, and 
the Granite at West Quincy. 

The cost of constructing the Tiger 
and the Granite, by Hunneman & Co., 
was $2,098.00. The town paid S. & E. 
Thayer, for the Vulture, $906.30. In 
1845 they paid the balance due on the 
Vulture, of $150.00, making the total 
cost $1,056.30. The Tiger and Granite 
houses cost $1,018.30; the Vulture, 
$536.12. Ail three of these engines 
were in active service in 1878, but had 
their works somewhat remodeled and 
changed. 

“The first Niagara was sold in 1857, 
and a more powerful one constructed 
by Hunneman & Co. was purchased to 
supply its place. This engine, with 
the house and apparatus, was burnt 
on the 22d of January, 1876. This was 
the first engine ever burnt in town. 

“The first act to establish a Fire 
Department in Quincy, was paesed by 
tie Legislature, April Sth, 1853. 

“In 1845, the Granite Hook and 
Ladder Company petitioned the town 
to have their State and town tax 
abated for services rendered, which 
was referred to the Board of En- 
gineers. This appears to have been 
the first Hook and Ladder Company 
established under the regular organ- 
ized fire department. The town 
Records appear to be wrong in refer- 
ence to the Granite Hook and Ladder 
Company having been at Quincy, as it

CHILD LABOR CAMPAIGN. 


The Massachusetts Child Labor 
Committee has begun a campaign to 
restore Massachusetts to her former 
high position in child labor legisla- 
tion. In the progress of states she 
has been in this respect left behind. 


A SHORTER DAY'S WORK 


Eleven states have a shorter day's 
work for children between fourteen 
and sixteen. The Child Labor bill to 
be presented to the legislature this 
month will give the child between 
fourteen and sixteen an eight-hour 
day. Five states already have such 
a day; the law in these states is en- 
forced and the children are protected 
from the tremendous fatigue of mon- 
otonous machine work. The present 
law allows children to be worked ten 
and one-half hours a day and this is 
the usual time schedule in factories. 
There are about 14,000 children be- 
tween fourteen and sixteen engaged 
in manufactures, and the welfare of 
these children is the welfare of a 
large portion of future generations. 


NIGHT WORK. 


The second bill which the Massa- 
chusetts State Child Labor Commit- 
tee will introduce is one prohibiting 
night work between fourteen and six- 
teen. 

Children of this age are obviously 
unfit for late working hours. Men 
alone should work at night. Seven- 
teen states restrict night work more 
than Massachusetts does the general 
rule is to prohibit it between 7 P. M. 
and 6 A. M. In Massachusetts chil- 
dren may work in factories, except 
textile factories, until 10 P. M. and in 
other employments throughout the 
night. 


GOOD HEALTH. 


The third bill requires children, be- 
tween fourteen and sixteen to be 
physically able to perform the work 
which they intend to do, before they 
may be granted certificates entitling 
them to work in factories, workshops 
or mercantile establishments. This is 
no theorists’ measure ,this is a prac- 
tical step which Massachusetts is now 
ready to take. New York already has 
taken it and provides for the physical 
inspection of children before going in- 
to the factory. There is at hand a 
system of school physicians who al- 
ready inspect school children—it is 
only necessary to give them this addi- 
tional duty of inspecting children who 
are to work, between fourteeen and 
sixteen, in factories, workshops and 
mercantile establishments. 

Perhaps 7000 inspections each 
year throughout the whole state will 
be necessary. The machinery is al- 
ready in existence for making sure 
that no uninspected child works in 
avoidance of the law. At present the 
school departments issue age and 
schooling certificates for each child 
between fourteen and sixteen and it is 
only necessary to provide that these 
shall not be issued without the health 
certificate of the school physician. No 
more work will come wpon the district 
police who enforce the law because 
they will only have to look as at p ‘es- 
ent, to the age and schooling certifi- 
cate of each child in the factory. 


DANGEROUS TRADES. 


The State Board of Health finds that 
certain trades and processes are 
dangerous to health even if the em- 
ployees are in sound health when they 
enter upon the occupation. Children 
under eighteen should not be allowed 
to engage in these occupations, wheth- 
er or not older people, in the exer- 
cise of their judgment are willing to 
engage in them. The state should 
protect the children if their parents 
are too greedy or thoughtless to pre- 
vent their engaging in these occupa- 


the employment of children in danger- 
ous occupations. Massachusetts should 
follow their lead. 


STREET TRADES. 


The other child labor laws of Mas- 
sachusetts, such as they are, apply to 
the employment of children—children 
in street trades are generally not em- 
ployed—they work for themselves. 
They ought, however, to be prevented 
from working at too tender an age 
or too late at night as mmch as chil- 
dren who work for other people. For 
this reason the Massachusetts State 
Child Labor Committee proposes a 
bi requiring that children in cities

The first of the special evangelistic 
meetings to be held at the Water 
Street Presbyterian church during the 
next two weeks was theld Sunday 
morning.

He said he thought he knew what 
God meant when he spoke about 
foundation and geology, ‘but he never 
appreciated it until he visited Colora- 
do, when climbing the lofty mountains 
he looked down into the bowels of the 
earth. Then he said God surely laid 
the foundation. What a glorious sun- 
shine there was in Colorado for 365 
days every year. All cannot go there, 
but all can live with God Almighty, 
where ever you are. He told of climb- 
ing the mountains in Colorado and of 
the dark nights and the awful still- 
ness of these nights. Has there not 
come dark nights to you as you have 
stood by the open grave, and you have 
said, there is no more sunshine for 
you. We cry, Oh! God how long, and 
the voice in the soul answers, “The 
Morning Cometh.” There has never 
been a night that there has not been 
a breaking. The coming of the morn- 
ing on these mountains was beautiful. 
No matter where you go or what you 
do itis God everywhere. Yet how 
many are there in Greater Boston who 
are living as though God did not ex- 
ist. How many are there today at 
home reading the papers or sporting 
as though God did not exist. There 
are those who act as though God had 
gone a long way off and had forgotten 
them. There are those in Quincy 
whom we call respectful, honest and 
moral who today are looking into the 
face of God and saying, “You go 
away back and sit down.” 

The great Brooklyn bridge was built 
on the foundation God had laid. Do 
not ask people to join the church. We 
want to ask them to join Jesus 
Christ. This idea of lassoing a man 
or woman into the church for social 
prestige is wrong. We want them to 
come by the grace of God. Why is it 
we are not after the practical things 
in religion.

Postal savings banks are to be op- 


posed in the Senate by the leading 
constitutional lawyers on the Demo- 
cratic side on the ground that this 
legislation can not be enacted under 
authority of the Constitution. Sana- 
tors Bailey and Rayner will lead the 
fight against postal savings deposi- 
tories. Mr. Bailey has announced 
that he was partly responsible for the 
defeat of this legislation in the last 
Congress and that he will be glad as 
he can take like credit at the close of 
this Congress. He fears that the 
government is invading a field which 
should be left to private enterprise 
and that ultimately the establishment 
of postal banks will be followed by 
other legislation for regulating  pri- 
rate business and centralizing govern- 
ment in Washington. Senator Carter, 
in charge of the bill, is one of the 
most skilful parliamentarians in Con- 
gress and under his leadership there 
is little doubt that the Republicans 
will be practically united in carrying 
out the platform pledge of the Chica 
go convention.

the city of Lowell sued to recover $46 
paid in taxes on the Spalding house 
in Lowell, which it bought from 
funds raised by dues and contribu- 
tions. 

The society claimed exemption from 
taxation on its real estate under the 
act exempting literary or benevolent 
institutions, 

The court says: 

“The purposes described in the 
plaintiff's charter are neither con- 
trary to law nor opposed to morality. 
It has aided in the relief of the desti- 
tute, made gifts to the public schools, 
assisted in the establishment of a 
public library and in the maintenance 
of a boys’ club for industrial work 
and a sewing class for girls. 

“The plaintiff also contributed 
money for the promotion of historical 
research, the preservation of histori- 
cal sites and has inclucated patriotism 
by perpetuating the memory of men 
and women who were instrumental in 
achieveing our independence. 

“If the means employed are some- 
what diversified and elaborate, the 
ends served are wholly beneficial to 
the community. The diffusion of 
knowledge, the relief of the poor, the 
fostering of love of country and of 
respect for our civil institutions all 
tend to raise the standard and improve 
the quality of citizenship and not only 
relieve the burdens of government but 
advance the public good. 

“The gratuitious benefit thus con- 
ferred serve only charitable punposes 
and entitled the plaintiff to the statu- 
tory exemption.”

The first Congressional reception 
at the White House under the new ad- 
ministration was given Tuesday night 
and the Innovations of the President 
and Mrs. Taft were put to a final test. 
Four of these semi-public receptions 
are given yearly when the guests of 
honor are first the Diplomatic corps, 
followed by the Judiciary, the Mem- 
bers of Congress and the Army and 
Navy. The Congressional reception is 
always the largest, the least exclu- 
sive and heretofore has been the 
dullest. For many years it has been 
the custom to have the guests form in 
line on their arrival and wait until the 
President and receiving party had as- 
sembled in one of the smaller apart- 
ments, the green room or blue room. 
Then at a signal from the Army of- 
ficer and close friend of the Presi- 
dent who was in charge, the doors 
were thrown open and the guests were 
allowed one at a time to pass in and 
shake hands with the President and 
on the East Room into a crowd which 
made it impossible to move about and 
from which all sought relief in flight 
as soon as possible. 
A number of changes have been 
made in this plan of entertainment 
since Mrs. Taft has become the ruler 
of the White House (Mr. Taft being 
the self effacing American husband 
in social matters) and official and 
resident society, for the most part 
approves the innovations, To begin 
with Mrs. Taft announced that the re- 
ceptions should be more exclusive 
She drew the line at isuing invita- 
tions to tailors, grocers and the hol 
|polloi of “trade.” That enabled her 
to reduce the list considerably. Then 
she announced through a Secretary 
that those who were invited to one 
reception need not feel slighted if 
they were omitted from the list for the 
others. It was the object of the re- 
ceptions to give all who were deemed 
j Worthy of it an opportunity to greet 
the President under his own roof and 
not to furnish a series of entertain- 
| ments for them. This of course fur- 
ther reduced the number to be invi- 
ted and as a consequence made it pos- 
sible to give the receptions an air of 
hospitality that had been lacking in 
all previous administrations. Now 
the arriving guest after removing 
wraps goes to the East Room and may 
if he is early move about renewing 
acquaintances and greet friends. At 
nine o'clock the President descends 
with the receiving party from the up- 
per rooms and the presentations are 
begun. As the guests leave the Blue 
Room after shaken hands with him 
they may go direct to the banquet 
room where a great variety of re- 
freshments are served. Later they 
promenade in the long corridor in 
which the Marine Band plays entran- 
cingly and yet Jater there is dancing 
in the East Room and the President 
circulates freely among his guests. 
At least that is the theory of it. Per- 
haps no one is to blame that it isa 
condition and not a theory that con- 
fronts the White House. Perhaps also, 
the old styles was so bad that noth- 
ing worse could have been devised but 
at any rate the new system still has 
a few loose cogs. In spite of the 
pruning of the invitation list there are, 
at least for the Congressional recep- 
tion, more people invited than the 
White House can accommodate.

INCREASE IN PAY. 


Plunrbers of the city exepct $4 per 
day and extras after May 1. Monday 
morning in accordance with a vote of 
Local 275 of the United association 
of journeymen plumbers, gasfitters, 
steamfitters and steamfitters’ helpers 
notice was sent to the master plum- 
bers of the city stating that on May 
1 the union will ask that the first- 
class minimum rate of wages for 
plumbers, steam and gasfitters shall 
be 50 cents an hour, eight hours to 
be a day’s work except on Saturdays 
when four hours will be the day's 
works, Saturday afternoons and 
overtime to be paid at the rate of 
double time except Feb. 22 and June 
17 which shall be the same as ‘egu- 
lar working days. The second class 
rate of wages asked for is 42 2-3 
cents an hour. The union also re- 
quires that a first class man shall 
be employed in the shop before a 
second class man shall be employed.

DR. WILLJAM EVERETT. | 


Gradually failing in health Dr. Wil- 
liam Everett passed away Wednes- 
day moming at his home on Miller 


Stile road. | 

William Everett was born in Wat- 
ertown, Oct. 10, 1839, and was the 
third son of Hon. Edward Everett. | 
He was educated in the Cambridge | 
High and Boston Latin schools, in|} 
Harvard College and Trinity College, ' 
Cambridge, England, graduating in 
1863, and in the Dane Law School. 
He was admitted to the bar in 1866, | 
but never practised law. In 1870 he 
was appointed tutor in Latin in) 
Harvard College, and assistant pro- 
fessor in 1873, resigning this last in} 
1877. | 

While at Harvard, Dr. Everett in 
1876 was nominated for the Legisla- 
ture by Republicans Cambridge, | 
but felt obliged to decline the offer, | 
as the State constitution at that time | 
closed the Legislature to the faculty 
of Harvard College. 

In 1872 he was licensed to preach | 

the Boston Association of Minis- 
ters, and occupied Unitarian pulpite | 
in different parts of the country, as | 
he did from time through 
later years. 

Dr. Everett in 1878 was appointed | 
master of Adams Academy in Quincy. 
He continued there till perman- 
ent closing of the school. 

Despite the demands made by 
school in Quincy upon his time, Dr. 
Everett took active interest in many 
public affairs and his duties did not 
prevent his becoming greatly inter- 
ested in the political life of the State 
and taking extreme positions on many 
subjects of national importance. From 
an ardent Republican, he joined the 
so-called “Mugwump” ranks in 1884 
and in 1892 was elected to Congress 
as a “carpetbagger” in the seventh 
Massachusetts congressional district, 
as a Democrat. On the floor of the 
House, his inherited gift of oratory 
soon became manifest and his remark 
that one of the leading politicians in 
the country had been “deposited in a 
cavity” became widely-known ex- 
pression. 

Dr. Everett, entered with his wonted 
enthusiasm and contributed of his 
time, talents and money toward sup- 
port of the “Mugwumps.” He wrote, 
he talked, he agitated.

The proposed bill reads as follows: 

Section 1. In case where a grade 
crossing is abolished according to the 
provisions of law therefor, the whole 
cost of the abolition and all expenses 
incidental thereto shall be paid by 
the railroad company or companies 
concerned, except that in cases where 
a street railway company also uses 
the grade crossing such company shall 
pay fifteen per cent. of the cost. In 
case a city or town petitions for the 
abolition of a grade crossing, the city 
or town shall pay such amount not 
exceeding five per cent. of the cost of 
the abolition of the grade crossing 
and of the expenses incident thereto 
as the commissioners having the mat- 
ter in charge may determine and the 
Commonwealth shall pay twenty-five 
per cent. of the same except that any 
street railway which also uses the 
grade crossing shall pay fifteen per 
cent. of the said cost and expense, 
the same to be deducted from the 
twenty-five per cent. otherwise pay- 
able by the Commonwealth. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect 
upon its passage.

sum; $3,500,000 can be devoted to 
building good roads.

Those who 
pay the market bills doubtless want 
to know ‘the facts, but would have 
more faith in the investigation if 
Senator Cummins of Iowa, or LaFol- 
lette and other insurgent Senators 
had been apointed on the committee. 
The means on the committee as 
pointed does not inspire fullest con- 
fidence that the question of big prices 
will be probed to the bottom.

TAXES POORLY PAID. 


That Quincy is unusually lenient 
with its taxpayers in matter of 
collections, much that more 
rigid methods have become absolutely 
necessary, is shown from a persual of 
the latest reports from the cities of 
the commonwealth. These reports 
show that of 24 cities from which re- 
have been made out of the 
cities of the States, taxes have been 
paid better in 22 cities than in this 
city. In other words Quincy stands 
23d in the list and ONLY ONE has a 
poorer record. 

In order to bring in taxes in the 
way in which the city has a right to 
expect them, some in 
past have been obliged to sell proper- 
ty for two years’ taxes in one. For 
instance if this was to done in 
Quincy now it would mean advertising 
and selling all real estate on which 
the taxes of 1908 and 1909 had not been 
paid, and in after years all 
property on which taxes for any year 
were not paid before the bills for 
taxes for the next year were sent out. 

This present method is disastrous to 
a city the fact that a 
city is not allowed to borrow against 
its outstanding taxes of ‘previous 
years. It can only borrow in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes for the current year. 
The taxes which are outstanding are 
needed for paying off loans previously

There is a continuous discussion in 
Congress with reference to ship sub- 
sidies.

CATHOLIC 

An open mass meeting of the Nor- 
folk federation of Catholic societies 
was held Sunday afternoon at St. 
Mary's hall, West Quincy, and was 
attended by delegates from all parts 
of the county. James F. Burke, the 
county president presided, and intro- 
duced Mayor Shea who welcomed the 
, delegates. In his address of welcome 
the Mayor said, 

“It should be the duty of every 
young man, and especially every 
Catholic young man, who is called to 
fill positions of public or private 
trust, to so discharge the duties of his 
office that there can be no suspicion 
of wrong-doing attached to his name. 

“There is no better way a young 
‘man can fortify himself to fill such a 
‘ position with credit and honor to 
himself than to be deeply mindful of 
his religious obligations. <A young 
man who is a good Catholic cannot be 
j anything else but a good citizen, and 
the need of good citizens is becoming 
more apparent every day.” 

Rev. Henry T. Grady, pastor of St. 

'Marys church, said religion and 
| patriotism were closely allied with 


the federation of Catholic societies, 
which had those two objects for the 
cardinal points, must of necessity be- 
come a benefit to the community and 
the country at large. 

Rev. James J. Chittick of Hyde 
Park, county chaplain said the federa- 
tion asked for nothing more or less 
than religious and civic liberty which 
had been guaranteed by the constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

“We simply want to make pro- 
gress,” said Rev. Fr. Chittick, “but we 
want to make progress the right way. 
We must have men and women of the 
right character, men and women of 
good deeds to prosecute this work of 
reformation, 

“What do we propose for his refor- 
mation? We propose a morality of 
the strictest kind and an adherence to 
the commandments of God, which so 
many men seem to forget.” Rey. Fr. 
Chittick attacked the divorce ques- 
tion. The federation, he said, stands 
for a marriage tie that means some- 
thing to respectable men and women. 

Hon. Joseph H. O'Neil said the 
platform of the federation was big 
and broad enough for any man, wom- 
an or child who loved this country to 
stand upon. The federation was sim- 
ply emulating the spirit of the times, 
when individual effort seemed but to 
amount to little, while concentrated 
effort was accomplishing great re- 
sults. 

“A majority of the people of this 
commonwealth,” said Mr, O'Neil, “are 
Catholic, or, as President Elliot says: 
‘Massachusetts is Catholic in popula- 
tion.’ That being so you can dodge 
the responsibility for awhile perhaps, 
but if something discreditable occurs 
you will have it thrown at you and 
your state by people outside, and how 
are you going to meet the responsi- 
bility? Only by such an organization 
as the Federation of Catholic socte- 
ties.” 

Mr. O'Neil said he had been asked 
many times if there was any chance 
for a young man to succeed in the 
business world and he said that most 
young men did not care to get a job 
where their fathers began but where 
they ‘eft off, although they did not 
stop to realize how many years it 
took their fathers to reach the place 
where they finally landed. 

The great trouble with our men of 
big financial means, said Mr. O'Neil, 
is that they don’t get their money to- 
gether until it is too late in life to 
enjoy it. “You can't take your money 
out of the world with you,” sald the 
speaker. 

Ten years ago, said Mr. O'Neil, 
there were 59 national banks in New 
England and a majority of the stock 
was owned by the savings banks. The 
majority of the money on deposit in 
the savings banks was placed to the 
credit of Catholics and yet not one 
Catholic was on the board of direc- 
tors of those banks. That was 10 
years ago, said Mr. O'Neil, before 
there was any federation.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Washington, March 5, 1910. 

It is now expected that one of the 
most important of bills, that relating 
to the postal savings bank, will be- 
come a law during the present month.

Many 
amendments have been presented and 
some of them accepted. Senator 
Root of New York, in advocacy of the 
bill, has made the most forchble 
speech of his Senatorial career.

Thirty or forty years ago there was 
serious consideration of a project to 
remove the national capital farther 
west, or nearer the geographical cen- 
ter. This project or dream has long 
since been gbandoned. Nothing but a 
disruption of the country or a revolu- 
tionary upheaval can be able to fix the 
capital elsewhere, and in such an 
event there would be more than one, 
and perhaps more than half a dozen 
capitals in the Disunited States. Dis- 
tance is no longer a geographical 
question, but a question of time, and 
Washington is quite as accessible by 
steam, electricity and gasoline to, 
say nothing of the areoplane, as any 
other locality in the Union. The 
capital is becoming more and more 
firmly rooted by millions spent for 
marble and granite offices in which 
the stupendous work of the nation is 
transacted. A bill is now under con- 
sideration !n the Senate for the ap- 
propriation of twenty thousand dol- 
lars to be raised by 2 per cent govern- 
ment bonds for the erection of need- 
ed government offices. At present the 
government is paying from ten to 
seventeen per cent annually on the 
value of inferior rented buildings 
necessary for desk and file rooms for 
the thousands of government em- 
ployes who make their homes here

Fireworks 
and salvos of artillery are a very 
stirring and appropriate means of 
celebrating Independence Day, but it 
does not follow that every boy should 
be equipped with the means of blow- 
ing out his eyes, killing his com- 
panions and setting fire to the neigh- 
bor’s house. These instrumentalities 
of glorification should be intrusted to 
competent and responsible persons, 
and used in open spaces, not in the 
streets and the yards of houses.— 
Philadelphia Record

years he had not received aid from 
any city or town or the state, he ob- 
tained a settlement, and thereafter 
became a charge of the city. In 
looking up these settlement cases it 
Was sometimes necessary to go back 
for thirty or forty years and trace 
the ancestors. 

In connection with this question he 
said the assessors in their yearly 
rounds often came upon families who 
they know are in somewhat destitute 
circumstances, and that they would 
have hard work to pay their poll 
tax. These people were in danger of 
becoming city charges, especially so 
if they paid three poll taxes. In 
such cases he claimed that the city 
would save money if the tax was 
abated, for while at the start the city 
might lose a $2 tax, in the long run 
it might save hundreds of dollars in 
aid rendered. 

In cases where persons receiving 
aid having settlement in other places 
a bill for aid rendered is sent to the 
town or city where they have a set- 
tlement. A State charge was a per- 
son who did not have a settlement in 
any city or town, and in these cases 
the State had to pay the dill. In re- 
lation to these cases he stated that 
the State had what is known as a 
State visitor who went from town to 
town or city once a month and ex- 
amined every case. In relation to 
this visitor it was the custom of the 
state to allow oniy what they deemed 
reasonable charges which he claimed 
was unjust and was what all over- 
seers objected to. He claimed that 
the State should allow actual charges. 

“Often,” said Mr. Elcock, “people 
in Boston see the ‘hospital ambu- 
lance come along and take away some 
person who has been injured and the 
question had often been asked who 
pays the bills. In these cases the 
hospital authorities go into the his- 
tory of the party very carefully and 
find out where their settlement ie, 
and that city or town is sent the bill, 
;and if the party does not pay it the 
city of town must.” 
| 


“To bring the matter right home,” 
said Mr. Elcock, “if a party is taken 
to our own hospital, the same search- 
ing inquiry as to settlement is made. 
If the patient is put in an endowed 
bed the hospital can not collect from 
the city or town where the patient’s 
settlement is. Then again, if a pa- 
tient is a State charge, and after the 
first week is kept at the hospital as 
a convalescent, the state will refuse 
to pay for the time that the patient

Dr. Woodward was born March 12, 
1791, just 119 years ago. He was grad- 
uated at Dartmouth College in 1817. 
He began the practice of medicine in 
Quincy, April 1, 1828, and continued 
until his death May 1869, at the 
age of 71. He married Mary Ann 
Wroe, the daughter of Mr. and Mrs, 
Thomas Greenleaf, who survived him 
eight months.

EXPRESS LICENSE HEARING. 
The churches of the city and the 


temperance societies were well repre- 


sented Tuesday evening at an open 
meeting held by the Committee on 
Licenses of the City Council. Invita- 


tions were sent to the pastors of all 
the churches inviting their church to 
send its pastor and one delegate and 
each temperance organization to send 
two delegates, to give their views on 
the granting of permits to transport 
liquor. Whether or not any should be 
granted, and if so, how many. 

Upwards of fifty 
Chairman Gardner of the committee 
presided. ‘The first speaker was ALY. 
Anderson representing the Swedish M. 
E. church. He did not want any per- 
mits granted. His idea was that when 
the city voted for No License it meant 
No License. When his attention was 
called to the fact that the law provided 
that one should be granted he said 
that he did not want the committee to 
break the law. 

Rey. Thomas ‘W. Davison of the At- 
lantie Memorial church was in favor 
of granting no licenses at all. If a fine 
of $50 or $100 was imposed because 
none were granted he would favor hay- 
ing the city pay that amount. We 
could afford to break the law and keep 
the city as clean as possible. He could 
see but little difference in having peo- 
ple from Boston soliciting in Quincy 
and having a license in Quincy. 

Ex-Councilman George F. Pinkham 
of Wollaston asked if it was a Federal 
or State law that required Quincy to 
grant a permit, and was informed that 
it was a State law. Continuing Mr. 
Pinkham said ‘we have (been voting No- 
License for years, and for the past few 
years we have been having travelling 
liquor shops. If it is necessary for 
men to ibuy liquor, let them go to Bos- 
ton and get it themselves. He did not 
think the ‘Boston stores had any right 
to deliver liquor in Quincy. We are 
told we must grant one permit. It was

He did not think 
it would effect the No- License yote to 
grant nine, 

Mrs, George A. Brown, of the Wol- 
laston 'W. C. T. U., argued that city has 
said “No-License.” If permits are 
granted it is bringing temptation into 
Quincy. She would say, pay the fine 
and grant no permits. Ifthere is a 
law that says we shall grant one, it is 
high time that law was tested. The 
vote of the majority of the people was 
to keep liquor out of Quincy, and we 
should not make it easy for people to 
do wrong. When girls are seen on the 
streets of Wollaston drunk it is high 
time we did something. 

Mr. Blake, of the Atlantic boys club, 
said other cities refuse to grant 
permits and have not been prosecuted 
and it would do no harm to try it here.

The President has not the universal 
and popularity of his 
There are millions of 
Republicans in the United States who 
would rally to the “Big Stick” of 
Roosevelt, but upon whom the smile 
Taft can have no influence. 

So intense has been the interest in 
the House situation that little atten- 
tion has been given to the Ballinger- 
Pinchot inquiry. In fact, it has been 
held up for lack of a quorum. The 
members were all required on 
the floor by the respective factions, 
and there fore the Ballinger-Pinchot 
investigation temporarily 
adjourned. 

It seems from an announcement in 
the President’s speech at Rochester, 
New York, that a complete agreement 
has been reached with France on all 
tariff! differences, and he is expected 
to sign a proclamation today at Al- 
bany giving to France the 26 per cent 
reduction of rates provided in the 
tariff law of the extra session, It is 
stated also that notwithstanding the 
fact that the situation appears to be 
hopeless, there is still some prospect 
of an understanding with the Cana- 
dian authorities by which a tariff! war 
may be averted. 

Much anxiety is felt in cabinet and 
political circles in Washington, also 
in financial quarters ,especially in the 
eastern and northern part of the 
country, with reference to the Cana- 
dian tariff situation. Unless the 
President shall be able to say by 
March 31 that there is no discrimina- 
tion against American goods through 
Canadian tariffs ,jhere must be, un- 
der the provisions of the Payne-Ald- 
rich tariff law, an increase of 25 per 
cent in the duties on all goods im- 
ported into this country from Canada. 
Intelligence from the Dominion of 
Canada indicates that the Government 
is determined to add immediately to 
imports from the United States a 
sur-tan equal to one-third of the du- 
ties now imposed, and also to res- 
trict by further measures our exports.

It was 
the original intention of the late 
thomas Crane to expend about $25,- 
0U0 for a memorial hall for our Pub- 
lic Ligrary, but before the building 
was completed it cost about $50,000. 
Nobody in Quincy knows just how 
much as the widow and her sons never 
made public the exact amount. Mrs, 
Crane during her life, and also her 
son Albert and his wife, have con- 
tinued to take a great interest in the 
Library buildings and grounds, and 
nearly every year have made im- 
provements at large expense. 

They have expended over $25,000 
in the purchase of adjacent lots from 
which four houses have been re- 
moved, each addition making the 
grounds more extensive and beauti- 
ful. They also established a fund 
of $20,000, the income of which may 
be used annually for minor improve- 
ments and care of grounds.

The new telephone rates, pro- 
posed by the Legislative commission, 
would be welcome in Quincy. Under 
the zone system the business rates in 
Quincey would be: 

For special line, measured—$42 for 
840 calls, and 3 cents for each addi- 
tional call, 

For two-party line, measured,— $33 
for 660 calls, and 3 cents for each ad- 
ditional call. 

For prepayment coin box special 
line (guarantee including Boston and 
suburban-tolls) $60. 

For prepayment coin box four party 
line (guarantee including Boston and 
suburban tolls) $30. 

For residences the rates would be: 

Special line, unlimited, $36. 

Two party line, unlimited, $27. 

Two party line, measured, $24 for 
480 calls per annum; additional calls 
3 cents each. 

Prepayment coin box, four party line 
guarantee including Boston and sub- 
urban tolls, $21. 

The enlargement of the toll radius 
of Boston from five to seven and one- 
half miles will include within the 
cent rate of Boston the following ex- 
changes: Arlington, Belmont, Bright- 
on, Brookline, Cambridge, Charlestown 
Chelsea, Dorchester, East Boston, 
Everett, Jamaica Plain, Malden, Mel- 
rose, Medford, Milton, Newton north 
Newton south, Quincy, Revere, Rox- 
bury, South Boston, Somerville and 
Winthrop.
